A mom and the minimum wage hike 


Personal finance expert Chris Long has one big 

piece of advice for Delores Leonard for when her 
wages go up: save, save, save. 

“If there’s a way that she could take that extra 
money, stick it in a savings account for those 
weeks when she’s short, this would be a way for 
her to build up some cash reserves to tide her 
over during the weeks when her hours are short- 
er,” said Long, a fee-only certified financial plan- 
ner based in Wicker Park. 

A few months ago, Leonard began depositing 
her paychecks directly into a checking account 


rather than using check cashing services-a very 
smart move, in Long’s view. 

The next step would be to start a savings ac- 
count and try to automatically deposit a few dol- 
lars from every paycheck, he said, and every little 
bitwill help. 

“It’s going to be very slow,” he said. “[But] it re- 
ally builds up after a while, even though it doesn’t 
look like anything’s happening in the beginning.” 

Long also said Leonard should find a checking 
account that won’t charge her fees-her current 
account costs $5 a month, she said. -m.c.

Delores Leonard can afford the basics for herself 
and her kids. But when her daughters needed $10 
for a field trip to the Brookfield Zoo, she had to 
borrow it from a friend. 

“I’m a little embarrassed about the fact that I 
can’t come up with $10, because I have a job,” says 
the 29 -year-old single mother of two. 

Leonard works for $8.90 an hour at a McDon- 
ald’s in Hyde Park. The first phase of Chicago’s 
minimum wage hike will require that she be paid 
$10 an hour beginning in July— and the extra few 
dollars will give her some wiggle room, she said, 
for small unexpected costs like the field trip. 

Her budget right now leaves little room for sur- 
prises. The number of hours she works can change 
week to week, making her paychecks unpredict- 
able; they can be as high as $320 and as low as $118, 
she said. 

Public assistance programs help: She’s given 
$500 in food stamps per month, which she said is 
enough for groceries. The Section 8 housing pro- 
gram keeps her rent costs to about $77 per month 
for a house in the South Chicago neighborhood, 
and Medicaid takes care of medical expenses. Her 


mother and brother look after the girls when she 
can’t, and she shops around for affordable veteri- 
nary care for her pets. 

Leonard hopes to start saving the extra money 
she gets once the $10 wage kicks in, and maybe 
better afford things like the occasional pizza night 
for her daughters. 

But it’s hard to predict how much extra money 
she will actually get; she hopes she has enough se- 
niority at McDonald’s that her hours won’t get cut 
in response to the higher wage. In addition, her 
housing assistance is based on her income, so she 


may have to pay more in rent. But overall, Leon- 
ard is optimistic. 

“I really just want my children to know that I 
did and am doing as much as I can to keep them 
happy,” she said. “I’m trying to make it so they 
don’t have to struggle in the way I did.”

What to know about 
the minimum wage 
in Chicago, beyond 

» Chicago’s minimum wage 
will bump from $8.25 to $10 
on July 1, and then gradually 
increase to $13 in 2019, after 
the City Council last year 
passed an ordinance backed 
by Mayor Emanuel. 

» The new wage will affect 
about 31 percent of Chicago’s 
workforce, according to a re- 
port by Emanuel’s minimum 
wage working group-mean- 
ing more than 400,000 
Chicagoans will get a raise. 
That population is dispropor- 
tionately black and Latino, 
and their median age is 33, 
according to the report. 

» A nationwide push to raise 
the minimum wage to $15 
an hour has taken hold in 
cities like Los Angeles, San 
Francisco and Seattle. 

» The 9 million jobs lost na- 
tionwide during the recession 
have played a role in keeping 
wages down around the na- 
tion and even the recovery 
has had limited impact. 

» American workers have 
struggled with flat wages. 
Average hourly wages in the 
nation rose just 3 cents in 
April to $24.87. Wages have 
risen only 2.2 percent over 
the past 12 months, roughly 
the same sluggish pace of the 
past six years, according to 
Labor Department figures.

Riot Fest asking for up to 9 stages 


Request outlined in 
permit application for 
new Douglas Park home

Riot Fest wants to set up as many as nine 
stages in the southern half of Douglas Park 
when it hosts the three-day music fest at its 
new location in September. 

Five main stages and four others would be 
erected on park property south of Ogden Av- 
enue to 19th Street and from Albany Avenue 
to the west to California Avenue to the east, 
according to the permit application, which 
included a preliminary map submitted in re- 
cent days by Riot Fest to the Chicago Park 
District. 

Although the preliminary map shows 
eight stages, Riot Fest answered there would 


be “9 (5 mainstages)” when specifically asked 
in the permit application if the event would 
include the installation of stages and how 
many The application was dated May 20. 

Last year, the event was held in Humboldt 
Park, where bands performed on seven stag- 
es. Another stage was set up for the one-day 
interactive panel with Pussy Riot. 

This year, Riot Fest said it will unveil its 
Riot Fest Speaks Stage programmed and 
designed for interactive panels and another 
stage for The Rock-afire Explosion, the 
band of robotic animals from the 1980s that 
played at ShowBiz Pizza Place locations. 

RedEye, which has been a media partner 
of the fest in the past, obtained the special 
event permit application through a Freedom 
of Information Act request. 

This year’s festival is set for Sept. 11-13. 


Organizers want to begin setting up for 
the festival as early as a week ahead from 
Sept. 4-10 and to tear down their equip- 
ment afterward from Sept. 14-16, accord- 
ing to the permit application. 

In addition to wanting to use 40 percent 
of Douglas Park, Riot Fest is asking for 
street closures for the inner park drive in the 
southern half of Douglas Park. Citing pub- 
lic transit and safety Riot Fest would like to 
close a lane of traffic as well as a parking lane 
immediately surrounding the venue. 

Acts including No Doubt, Snoop 
Dogg and Modest Mouse announced 
as part of the Riot Fest lineup ear- 
lier this week are expected to at- 
tract 55,000 people a day for a total of 
165,000, the permit application showed.

Rapper killed after 
posting video making 
fun of rival gang

A week ago, rapper Shaquon Thomas posted 
a video making fun of a rival gang while pre- 
tending to hold a gun in his hands. 

“"You don’t even know how to shoot,” 
Thomas rapped 
in the video, titled 
“Shooters.” 

Early Friday the 
2 o -year-old Thomas 
was gunned down 
about a block from 
where he record- 
ed that video on 
the streets of Uptown. It’s an area where 
three street gangs— the Conservative Vice 
Lords, the Gangster Disciples and the Black 
P Stones — have been locked in a long-running 
feud. Thomas was a Gangster Disciple, ac- 
cording to police. 

Around 1:35 a.m. Friday, he was with a 
friend in the 4800 block of North Kenmore 
Avenue when a gunman walked up and start- 
ed shooting, authorities said. Thomas was hit 
twice in the back and taken to Advocate Illi- 
nois Masonic Medical Center, where he was 
pronounced dead at 3:01 a.m. 

It was at least the third time someone had 
tried to kill Thomas in the last year and a half, 
according to police. The other two times, in- 
nocent bystanders died.
